The risk of losing 
the food 1^ aubmarines would be elimlnnlad, and if a 
load of prisoners should t>e torpedoed, our enemies would 
be responsif)le for their own loss. The prisoners, when 
here, should be treated in such manner as to impress 
them with the American spirit of democracy. Thev 
should be employed in some usefnl occupation by which 
they would aid in ()ro(iurin(; the necgsaanes of life, and 
should be paid fair wages for what they earn above the 
coat of their support ao that wiMn set at Rbarty they will 

not be [)€nniless. 

One oi the most desirable things, when the war is 
over, would be that, the bitterness of strife should speed- 
ily ^ive place to confidence and mutual regard. Such 
treatment of German prisoners of war would go far in 
helping to accomplish such a result. We could send 
them home, as we did the Spanish soldiers at the close 
ofthe war with Spain, convinood that the Aparican people 
have no desire for theoi bol tO pioaMlt IMfa iflii W||* 
fare and happiness.
